Sires and Great Producing Dams during the past year 
have been taken from data made available the publica- 
tion Advanced Register Volume the material for which 
was closed January 1925. The later progress the 
Guernsey breed along Advanced Register lines will seen 
the forthcoming Supplement for 1925. 

Briefly may stated that 226 new Advanced Register 
Sires were admitted during 1925, bringing the total number 
such bulls 2895. will also seen that 322 Great 
Producing Dams were admitted the list which brings the 
total 3870. The number records made newly ad- 
mitted Advanced Register cows 1515 and the number 
re-entries 397, bringing the total all Advanced Register 
records the three classes Advanced Register 20931.

The mothering stage has passed. the increased interest 
dairying that has swept over the Intermountain West 
the past few years, bringing with the erection creameries 
and cheese factories, and communities that consume large 
volumes whole milk, the Guernsey cow has come into her 
own. The Pacific Coast, Snake River Valley southern 
Idaho, Cache Valley and Great Salt Lake Valley Utah 
look this interior land for enormous quantities butter 
and cheese.

Felt was laughed when led his first Guernsey through 
the streets Huntsville.

The first Guern- 
seys Thousand Springs were imported 1920, directly 
from the Island Guernsey. Reese Tremonton, 
Utah, who became interested early the breed, went 
the Island and purchased foundation stock for himself 
and Thousand Springs Farm. The Thousand Springs 
foundation herd consisted four animals and was kept 
the Reese farm Utah until the dairy barn could com- 
pleted. November 1920, Mrs. Miller bought ten more 
head, this time from Mr. Peer Osceola Farms, New Jersey. 
These were kept the Leslie Perry Farm, near Wendell, 
Idaho, until May 1921, when the Guernseys moved into their 
fine home one the most picturesque spots along the 
great Snake River.

TESTING FOR TUBERCULOSIS 


The testing cattle for the eradication tuberculosis 
has been conducted the United States for many years 
and time goes gradually more and more herds are 
coming under the accredited list. recent compilation 
prepared the United States Department Agriculture, 
Bureau Animal Husbandry, shows that during the month 
February, 55,299 herds were tested the United States 
for tuberculosis. These herds consisted 649,335 animals 
and out this number 28,306 reacted, nearly four per 
cent. might appear that with this large number re- 
actors the work not progressing fast would war- 
rant.

mals the great work going rapidly possible. 

There has been established this time total 
88,358 accredited herds which include 1,478,087 animals. 
Besides these accredited herds find 9,910,955 which have 
been tested once and found free from tuberculosis. There 
has also been formed 166 modified accredited counties, 
which means that certain portions the county have been 
set apart, tested the required number times and accredit- 
free from tuberculosis. New York State leads the 
number accredited herds having more than 19,000, while 
Indiana comes second with 15,278. Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota tie for third place with 7,440 herds each. However, 
the case Wisconsin there are 10,000 more cows the 
herds than Minnesota. Some the other states their 
order include Iowa with 6,129, Pennsylvania with 4,030, 
Vermont with 3,860, North Dakota with 3,453, Maine with 
2,935, New Hampshire with 2,082, Maryland with 1,930, 
Virginia with 1,860, Illinois with 1,367, Delaware with 
1,136, Oregon with 1,054, Iowa with 1,006 and Ohio with 
The balance the states range between five and 844 
accredited herds. Slowly but gradually the dreaded disease 
being eradicated from our herds.

Guernsey cow, Gay Lad’s Marion 56492, has recently 
completed yearly record which becomes the state 
record for butter fat production for all breeds. 

This cow, owned the Virginia Polytechnic Institute, 
Blacksburg, Virginia, began her test January 26, 1925, 
the remarkable age ten years, four months and two days. 
365 days she has produced 17308.9 pounds milk con- 
taining 933.9 pounds butter fat. 

This wonderful record replaced for butter fat production 
the state record formerly held the Holstein cow, Buckeye 
DeKol Pauline II. 94346, also owned the Virginia Poly- 
technic Institute, who, 1913, completed yearly record 
20784.3 pounds milk containing 927.6 pounds butter 
fat. 

Not only does this record become state record, but for 
Guernsey cows beginning Advanced Register test ten years 
old over, world record. The former world record 
for Guernsey cows over ten years age was held Penta 
43707, with record 16759.0 pounds milk containing 
888.3 pounds butter fat. 

The former world record for Guernsey cows owned 
agricultural colleges and experiment stations has also been 
broken this record the Virginia cow. The college and 
experiment station record for Guernseys was formerly held 
the Massachusetts Agricultural College with the cow 
College King’s Nantaska 68320, whose yearly record was 
19152.0 pounds milk containing 888.25 pounds butter 
fat.
